The date's of the 
birth and death of Rev. Mr. Syle 
aie also given. It is very appro- 
priate that a memorial of the first 
deaf-mute minister of the Episcopal 
Church should occupy h place 
above the altar of a church erected 
for the exclusive use ol the deat. 
We hope some day lo see a memori- 
al of Rev. Job Turner, who, in the 
years gone by, ministered in West 
Virginia. We would suggest that 
the deaf-m.ites of his native State, 
Virginia, place a set of brass vases. 
appropriately inscribed side by side 
with the cioss contributed by. All 
Souls'. Rev. Henry Winter Syle 
and Rev. Job Turner were contem- 
porary workers in the vineyard, and 
they loved each othei with the 
warm devotion of a brother's love, 
and now that both of them have 
departed this life it would be well 
to keep the coming generations in 
mind of their labois and their love. 

One of the pleasures of a Mission- 
ary's life is to travel among the 
mountains and valleys and along 
the rivers, and be entertained at 
farm houses by the large-hearted 
and generous members of his flock. 
Tips was the experience of the 
Southern Missionary to the deaf 
recently. After the servic 
Wheeling, he penetrated the fast- 
nesses of Fayette County, stopping 
at the farm of Mr. and Mis. W. T 
Burgess. There ho met over a 
dozen deaf-mutes, all bright, intel- 
ligent men and women — farmers by 
occupation and successful farmers 
at that.

Owing to 
the necessity of driving fourteen 
miles lo aud from a distant farm 
house ovei rough couutry roads, 
the service of baptism could not be 
held until half past ten at night. 
Of the other two services one was 
held in a farmhouse on a moun- 
tain top for two very aged deaf- 
mutes — a husband and wife, the 
former of whom Rev. Job Turner 
baptized many years ago The 
other service was held in a school 
house, and was attended by ovei 
two hundred and fifty coal-miuers 
and fanners, besides the dozen 
deaf mules. The sermon, having 
been wiitlen beforehand, was of 
course road orally as well as in 
the signlanuage. Many of the 
farmers of this part of Fayette 
County, W. Va., are conversant 
with Ute sign language of the deaf 
and use It and read it with case.

The Lancaster Convention has 
passed into hislory. Those who did 
not think it worth attending, miss- 
ed a good convention ; for, in point 
of importance and attendance, it 
was the equal, if not superior, of 
any former convention in a city of 
the size of Lancaster, or any second 
class city. The attendance at the 
first session was about, seventy-five 
(by actual count), and it increased 
with every other session, trie last 
one bringing the number to two 
hundred, probably more. There 
was but one regret noticeable, aud 
it was that several of the most 
prominent members of the Society 
were not only absent from the meet 
ing but far away from the State. 

And, for the first, time in a number 
of years, the Deaf-Muteh' JOURNAL 

bad no representative at the meet 

ing to report the proceedings. Our 
object in stating this is not to re 
prove the JOURNAL, for such a 
thing is likely to happen any time 
and cannot bo helped, perhaps. If 
anyone in our State feels disappoint 
ed In not seeing a full report, of the 
proceedings in print, it is the per 
son's own fault for not attending 
and helping to make history. Here, 
in Philadelphia, the Local Branch 
did its utmost to encourage attend- 
ance at the convention, with the 
result that twenty-four visited Lan- 
caster. If the deaf of other sect ions 
of the State could not come in such 
numbers, why could they not induce 
some one to attend and repi 
them? It would have been more 
creditable, had they done so. Bat, 
here, we are not even scolding 1 hem. 
What we wish to impress upon them 
is that their non-attendance is their 
own loss. The attendance was ful- 
ly as large as we had predicted in a 
former letter to the JOURNAL ; and, 
while it was gratifying, it could 
have been much largt 

The Society had the choice <,f 
two places for this meeting — the 
Court House, a Stately Old building, 
and the Parish Hoiine of St. James' 
Episcopal Chnreh. The latter was 
chosen chiefly for its greater con 
veniences. It is a commodious 
hall with a sealing capacity Of 
about 800, having a large, high 
and well-lighted stage, which made 
it peculiarly well adapted to S con 
volition of the deaf, and other con 
veniences made it unquestionably 
the better choice of the two. 
Located about five minutes' walk 
from the railroad station and the 
principal hotels, it was easy of ac- 
cess, and the people were not oblig- 
ed to scatter so far between the 
sessions. Directly Opposite the 
ball is the beautiful Post, Office 
Building, which was an additional 
convenience to those who Beaded 
Uncle Sam's service. 

The Hon G. P. McCasky, the 
Mayor of Lancaster, who is also a 
vestryman of the historic old St. 
James' Church, and another v< 
man, whose name we have forgot- 
ten, were extremely courteous to 
the Society, and helped to make its 
stay pleasant and enjoyable. The 
Mayor, who, by the way, is an eld- 
erly gentleman, gave one of the 
most inspiring welcomes the Society 
has ever received ; it was certainly 
OBl of the ordinary and, therefore, 
so iiiiicIi more appreciated. 

Regret was felt that sickness 
prevented the Rev. F. Smielau 
from taking part la the proceed 
ings. He had been on his vacation 
at the Thousand Islands, where 
sickness overtook him, so that he 
was unable to proceed to Lane 
In lieu of attending in person, he 
sent and encouraging letter, ex- 
plaining his predicament ; and he 
was certainly excusable.

A. U. Downing, who has usually 
acted in this capacity, was prevent- 
ed from serving owing to the short 
notice given him. It was l'rof. 
Roberts' first appearance at an 
Baecera convention Of the Society, 
and we were pleased to mod him 
and he doubt less formed many new 
acquaintances among the deaf. Ro 
gardiog his work of interpreting 
the proceedings, be performed 11 
with the ease of a veteran.

Convention of the Maine 
Mission for the Deaf. 



Special to Mie Dkaf-Mutkb' Journal. 

Sept. 5, 1908.— The twenty-ninth 
convention of the Maine Mission for 
the Deaf which took place in Bid- 
deford last week is a thing of the 
past — successful and profitable in 
every respect. 

In the vestry of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, President Albert 
L. Carlisle, called the meeting to or- 
der. Prayer was offered by Henry 
M. Pairman, of Worcester, Mass. 
The President made the following 
address : 

President's Address. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, Members 
of the Maine Mission for the Deaf : — 
It gives me much pleasure to bid 
you welcome to thin, the twenty- 
ninth annual convention in this 
city of Biddeford, Me. The Me- 
thodist, Kpiscopal Chinch, through 
its pastor, Rev. R. N. Joscelyn 
earnestly urged us to use theii 
church. It was a very kind invita- 
tion, indeed, and I know we all 
greatly appreciate it. 

I will not make this a long ad- 
dress, because of the time Deeded 
for the election of officers for tin- 
next two years. I earnestly beg 
you to elect the persons best sotted 
for these offices, as the Maine Mis- 
sion is rapidly pushing ahead. 

First, I wish to speak a word 
about the New England Home for 
the Aged, Infirm and Blind Deaf- 
Mutes, which is located In Everett, 
Mass. It deserves sympathy and 
work from all of us, and I hope we 
are all working for the Interests of 
this Home. Actions speak louder 
than words. 

Many of you will have heard of 

the death of Mrs Charles Stereos, 
of Lebanon, Me., which occurred 
last May. The President had en- 
deavored to have her go to the 
Home in Everett, Mass., and she 
was preparing to go there in anti- 
cipation of a vacancy in the Home, 
but it was God's will that, Mrs. 
Stevens be called Higher first. 
Thif case shows that the Home is 
ready to receive any person in Maine 
who needs good oars and a good 
home. Let us all work for its in 
terest and success. I hope that 
you will take some action on this 
subject. 

I very much regret to announce 
the death of our great friend, Mr 
Charles .1. Folsom, which occurred 
suddenly on November 16th, 1907. 
He was always interested in the 
welfare <»f our Maine Mission, and 
showed his interest by giving 
money and his influence. At the 
time of his death be was Secretary 
of the Mission. Mr Geo. E. Fister 
was appointed to take Mr. Folsom's 
place. I hope that some net ion 
will be taken on his death. 

I wish to thank you all for the 
kind attention you have shown me, 
and hope that you are all enjoying 
this, the Twenty-Ninth Annual 
Convention.

Mr." Fister put the QOeetlon, 
"Shall we citizens of Maine have a 
Home for the Aged and Infirm?" 
lie explained that the deaf resi- 



dents of Maine should begin to 
strike a first blow and interest 
themselves In such a project to help 
the New England Home along, 
year after year, while they could 
raise money in certain ways, with 
their own treasurer in charge of the 
fund (separate from the Mission) 
and they could call attention to the 
needy Home f re m time to time. 

Mr. Cai lisle, Mr. Flynn, Mr. 
Fister, Mr. Goldsmith, Mrs. Wey- 
mouth and Mr. Fister discussed the 
matter pro and OOn, but eventually 

laid the question on the table for 

the next convention to take up. 

Mr. Fister took lengthy objection 
to the amendment made at the last 
convention, acting on a suggestion 
by Prof. J. Crane, of Hartford, and 
Geo. Sawyer, as to the recent leg- 
acy of $1,000, to be under the con- 
trol of three trustees who would 
give bonds. He thought the 
amendment an obscure thing, for 
to his understanding the legacy was 

sent "directly to the Maine Mis- 
sion for the Deaf," though we knew 
nothing of the legacy that would 
permit such an amendment. Also, 
he argued that it be placed clearly 
and securely in the hands of the 
Treasurer of the Mission, according 
to the clear explanation of the Con- 
stitution on the opinion of the law- 
yers he had previously consulted. 

The amendment, moved by Mr. 
Flynn, was unanimously with- 
drawn, at his consent, with the un- 
derstanding that something better 
would be done later, after the ac- 
curate terms Of the will were made 
known. 

Mrs. J. F. Flynn moved that 
Bangor be the next place of meet- 
ing, with Bum ford Falls, Plttadeld 
and Augusta being contestants. 

Bangor oame out a victor on the 

second ballot. 

Coleman Casey was the (idler of 
election, with Mrs. A. A. Brown, 
Thomas Priam and Fred Littlefield, 
the committee on nominations. 
The election icsulled : Albert L. 
Carlisle, President ; George F. Fis- 
ter, Secretary ; George W. Wake- 
field, Treasurer. These officers 
were re elected, with the exception 
of the new secretary. 

The evening session was of a so- 
cial obaraoter, with lee cream pre- 
coded by a string of jokes, wit and 
stories, by Messrs. Flynn, Gold 
smith, Fairmaii, Fister, and sever- 
al others. 

A flashlight group of the even- 
ing meeting was taken by Charles 
A. Malloch, of Somerville, Mass., 
and resulted in a fine proof. 

Sunday morning many more de- 
legates proceeded to the church, to 
take in an excellent but practical 
sermon by Rev. Joscelyn, its pas- 
tor. From his text (II. Corinthians 
2: 7-9), he explained to the congre- 
gation that some twenty years ago, 
he had to get rid of a big mous- 
tache in order to talk to a deaf 
school in Minnesota, near which he 
lived, and so lie could make him- 
self plainly understood. Thomas 
Prinn, who was a pupil of the Port- 
land School, under the instruction 
of the late Miss Ellen Barton, was 
the only delegate among the deaf 
to tell him that he could read the 
lips. 

Monday morning over fifty deaf 
people repaired by trolley transit to 
Kennebunkport, a beautiful resi- 
dence beach of capitalists and 
others from different States. The 
(feather was lovely for such an out 
ing, which was a mixture of games, 
lunofa and sight -teeing. 

Only four prizes were awarded, 
.Joseph Broohu won a souvenir tray 
of Biddeford, in the final event of 
a potato race, while Mrs. William 
O. Kimball (nas Miss Midland) got 
one also. In another game, " Put 
on-your-hat . " race, Mrs. Kimball 
again won a lady's pocket-book. 

A screaming contest was a big 
hit of the outing, getting St. (Mail 
Lamb a fine umbrella, Messrs. 
Goldsmith, Henry Chapman, Wood 

wind and others, being disappoint 
ed ones. 

A lunch was served Dear the surf 
which they enjoyed watching the 
rolling waves dash against, the 
shore and break. 

Charles A. Malloch, the offlolal 

photographer, showed the proofs of 
the Convention groups to the satis- 
faction of purchasers, and made a 
" hot cake " trade in this line. 

The Board of Directors of the 
Mission agreed to donate out of the 
only proceeds of tbe convention, 
five dollars to the New England 
Home. Such a beginning, which 
ought to be followed by the New 
England States except Massaehu 
setts, which has been always trying 
to raise money and help the Home. 
It is hoped that fairs and entertain 
moots can be held to help financial- 
ly as long as the present New Eng- 
land Gallaudet Association is well 
officered, so the officers ought to 
win back the estimation ol New 
England people

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wish to send delegates ont there you 
cau decide about their expenses if 
they can be paid, and it may be 
illegal to pay that. You don't want 
to get yourselves into any legal 
action in the courts. Perhaps you 
will have to contribute money 
enough to create a little special 
fund to send these delegates out to 
Colorado Springs. Perhaps you 
will have to do it that way, then, if 
you decide to elect the delegates at 
that time. When you elect your 
delegates be very careful aoout the 
power that you give them. Don't 
hind yourself or an incorporated 
body, because whatever you will do 
you will be responsible for under the 
law. You will be responsible for 
what your representatives do. 
These people outside, who have got 
little or nothing at stake, would 
be very glad to get. their hands 
down into your Treasury, and into 
jour pockets. You take the As- 
sociation of the State of New York. 
The whole value of that Associa- 
tion belongs to the Church, and it 
is not an Association like this that 
is incorporated and has its charter. 
They have no money. You have 
got the money and you have got the 
property, and they want to get 
their hands into your Treasury — 
that is what they want, and so you 
must be careful to whar you bind 
yourselves beforehand. Let your 
delegates go out theie, if yon choose 
to send them, and let. them talk 
over this matter of a Federation, 
and let them decide upon this Fe- 
deration scheme, but you say to 
them that it remains in your power 
to accept or reject what they decide 
upon. If you like it, and if it is 
safe and legal, accept it afterward, 
but don't put yourself into the posi- 
tion of being bound to accept what 
they may decide upon. Keep what 
you have in your hands, and don't 
go blindly into any schemes they 
may propose, and the purpose of 
which is to get money out of your 
pockets." 

Acting Chairman Breen announc- 
ed that Mr. K. M. Ziegler wished to 
say something upon the subject. 
Mr. Ziegler said : 
" I would like to say a few words 
more in addition to what I have 
already stated. Speaking in regard 
to the Charter, perhaps it might 
change the term of our Charter if 
as go into this scheme of a Nation- 
al Federation. If they do that they 
would have to go to court, and in 
court we would have to give a 
reason why these changes are pro- 
posed. These reasons must be 
wisely and legally stated or else the 
court would not make the change. 
The court will ask what additions 
or alterations we would want to 
make, and if we could not state 
these conditions or alterations we 
wait until we know what we 
want to go to court about, and un- 
til we know what it is that we ask 
the court to do. Perhaps, the 
court then, when we would go there, 
would say : ' We cannot do that ; 
we cannot make any such changes ; 
it Is illegal.' The court usually 
says ' No,' because a proposed 
change may be outside of its juris- 
diction. If you ask the court be- 
forehand to make a change to said 
same condition that may occur 
hereafter, the court will certainly 
say 'No.' We have no power to 
make such a change under such 
condition. Again, in regard to the 
advantage of extension that was 
mentioned by Mr. Allabough. Yes, 
it is an age of extension, and it is 
bbnOd to burst ; there is too much 
extension. When the United 
States obtained possession of the 
Philippine Islands, the people 
thought it was a fine thing, but 
since lbs people have acquired the 
PhilippineJIslands they have to pay 
thousands and millions of dollars, 
and they have learned that it has 
bnan a very expensive bit of ex- 
tension. The idea of the Federa- 
tion of State Associations into a 
National Association, as suggested 
by Mr. Allabough, seems » 
easy and delightful scheme, but to 
me it seems a very foolish scheme ; 
we must l>e exceedingly careful in 
iig as to whether we wish to 
i in it or not. The idea that we 
: up this National Asso 
■ of the brilliant minds 

that are going to be in it, does not 
appeal to DJU 'se 1 fear that a 

good many of the minds that take 
part in the proposed federation are 
not ho sincere, nor convincing. 
They wont we to it that then' 
they Hie about to take are legal, 
proper, wise and safe, before this 
Association, a chartered and ln- 
poratad body, can have any- 
thing to do with it. I have no- 
thing to add to what Mr. Holder and 
Or. Orooter have had to say with 
regard to sending delegates to 
Colorado Springs. 
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pro and con before it was finally 
adopted. The question Is as to 
whether, after a State organization 
joins, it might withdraw, as is the 
case of the Government, which 
finally led to a great deal of trouble 
culminating in the Civil War. If 
our body, this Association, ihiuks it 
is going to be an easy matter for a 
State Association to join the Fe- 
deral Association, and then with- 
draw at will, they might find them- 
selves in a great deal of trouble. It 
is easy enough to promise bef' 
hand, but it is not always so easy 
to fulfill afterwards. I think it is 
best for us to have nothing to do 
with it." 

Acting Chairman Breen called on 
Rev. Mr. Dantzer to address the 
Convention. 

Rev. C. O. Dantzer said : 

" I think we have come to a point 
to decide whether we shall do some- 
thing now or wait until some future 
time. We nre in the position of a 
person sitting down waiting for 
news. I am in favor of leaving this 
whole matter of the Federation in 
the hands of the Committee on Re- 
solutions to be submitted at another 
session of this meeting."

The Unllnudet (Memorial. 

His proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
in situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, aud is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
Indicated, whioh will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of raligioni and social life amongst 
the .silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during bil lifetime to Bee the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which bin name has always 
been asHocialed. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
inohi, fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Aim's Church is used wholly for 
t he deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
rjlOt of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front aud tweuty- 
tive feot in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used lor tho sooial, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mute* of Now York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish lluilding" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whoso life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse tho memorial.
